On  the  proposal  to  reduce  the  army  to  the 

basis  of  1821;  in  the  House  of  Rrprescn-

Mr.  Chairman  : — The  question  now 
pending  before  the  committee,  is  one  that 
property  admits  of  a  wide  range  of  debate. — 
Gentlemen  who  have  spoken  before  me, 
have  availed  tlmmgi-ivcs  of  their  legitimate 
privileges,  and  have  spoken  upon  almost  ev¬ 
ery  subject  connected  with  the  army,  or 
which  has  a  hearing  upon  thcpropnciy  of  its 
reduction,  'rite  prelection  of  our  south¬ 
western  and  western  frontier  against  the  In¬ 
dians  ;  the  protection  of  onr  northern  anil 
northeastern  Irunlier;  our  Atlantic  seaboard; 
our  system  of  fortifications  ;  our  foreign  re¬ 
lations  ;  spoliations  upon  our  African  com-} 
mcrcc  by  Great  Britain  ;  tin?  right  of  search; 
lhe  Creole  case  ;  and  the  Florida  war,  have 
all  been  alluded  lo  ;  and  some  of  them  dwelt 
upon  at  great  length.  It  is,  however,  my 
intention  to  confine  my  remarks  to  some  two 
or  iliree  of  the  subjects  mentioned.  1  intend 
to  tioiice  some  points  relating  lo  the  protec¬ 
tion  of  our  frontiers,  the  Florida  war,  and  the 
Creole  case.  [A  voice — You  will  also 
touch  upon  slavery. J  Mr.  Guiding*  :  Yes, 
Mr.  Chairman,  with  God’s  blessing,  I  shall 
make  some  incidental  allusion  to  that,  before 
I  sit  down.  It  is  not  my  intention  to  travel 
overground  that  has  been  occupied  by  those 
who  have  gone  before  me  ;  nor  to  repeat 
the  able  arguments  advanced  by  gentlemen 
who  seem  lo  hare  arrived  at  the  same  con¬ 
clusions  with  myself. 

It  is  unquestionably  our  duty  to  reduce 
the  army  so  far  as  it  can  possibly  be  done 
with  a  line  regard  in  the  interests  ot  the  na¬ 
tion.  To  relieve  our  treasury  Irom  the  ex¬ 
pense  of  $2,000,000  annually,  is  sorely  an 
object  uf  no  small  importance,  at  tho  pres¬ 
ent  time.  The  prospect  is,  that  no  tariff 
will  1m!  p.isscd  at  this  u-liicli  will 

produce  revenue  stillicicnt  to  meet  our  cur¬ 
rent  expenses  fur  tho  coming  two  years. — 
Retrenchment,  or  the  accumulation  of  s 
debt,  during  that  period,  is  the  only  alterna¬ 
tive  offered  to  us.  Tito  present  party  in 
power,  during  the  catupaigu  of  l$40,  pledg¬ 
ed  themselves  lo*tlie  reduction  of  our  nation¬ 
al  expenditures.

A  few 
years  since,  I  was  in  Fort  Mackinac,  and 
found  there  a  sergeant,  and  I  believe  only 
fire  men.  Tbe  public  properly  appeared  lo 
b«  well  taken  care  of,  and  everything  proper¬ 
ty  atleuiied  to.  1  believe  they  answered 
every  purpose  that  would  have  been  attained 
by  a  force  of  five  hundred  men.  The  siiu- 
atiou  of  these  forts  is  such,  that  they  have 
become  entirely  useless  as  a  protection 
against  Indians — that  people  have  retired 
far  beyond  their  influence.  There  can  now 
be  no  object  in  keeping  such  a  force  there. 
Five  of  the  six  hundred  troops  now  ill.thesd 
fort ificai ions  can,  I  tlunk  be  w  ithdrawn  with* 
out  any  detriment  whatever  to  the  service. — 

I  am  aware  that  these  forts  are  near  the 
Canada  line,  and  that  some  fgentlemcn  have 
spoken  of  the  military  force  necessary  to  be 
kept  up  on  that  frontier  for  the  purpose  of 
protection.  On  the  whole  line  of  our  Cana¬ 
dian  border,  there  are  now  stationed  more 
than  eighteen  hundred  inen^  Between  three 
and  four  hundred  are  stationed  at  Buffalo, 
in  the  Stale  of  New  York,  and  a  greater 
number  at  Hancock  barracks,  in  the  Stale 
of  Maine  ;  and  nearly  as  many  at  Madison 
barracks,  near  Sackctt’s  llatlior.  It  would 
give  me  pleaalt^p  ,to  hear  sonic  gentleman 
describe  the  benefit  which  lhe  nation  re¬ 
ceives  from  theso  troops.  We  pay  them 
wages,  clothe,  and  feed  ihein  ;  and,  sir, 
what  do  we  receive  in  return?  Our  people 
on  the  Canadian  frontier  are  as  much  in  the 
habit  of  friendly  intercourse  with  their 
neighbors  on  the  oilier  side  of  llm  linn,  as 
they  are  with  (hose  uf  other  States.  Near¬ 
ly  two  hundred  miles  of  the  northern  border 
of  Ohio  is  separated  from  Canada  only  by 
Like  Erie  ;  our  perfplc  and  those  of  Cana¬ 
da  are  constantly  crossing  and  re-crossing 
the  lake  ;  a  regular  tradu  and*  coust.aut  in¬ 
tercourse  is  kept  up  between  u*.  Our  peo¬ 
ple  would  ns  sooii  ask  protection  against 
their  good  friends  of  Pennsylvania,  ns  against 
tho  people  of  Canada.  On  our  whole  Irnu- 
tier  we  never  had  a  fort,  for  a  company  ol 
troops  in  time  of  peace,  unless  it  tvtre  for 
recruiting  service  ;  nor  do  wc  ask  for  either. 
The  only  possible  benefit  they  could  be  to  us 
iii  lime  of  peace,  would  be  the  maikct  which 
they  would  furnish  to  our  people. 

In  the  darker  ages  of  the  world,  a  stand¬ 
ing  army  was  deemed  necessary  to  the  pro¬ 
tection  of*  government,  even  in  lime  ol 
peace.  The  character  of  every  nation  was 
then  estimated  in  proportion  to  the  number 
of  troops  it  supported.  War  was  consider¬ 
ed  highly  honorable:  and  the  glory  of  a  na¬ 
tion  was  measured  by  ii»  military  achieve¬ 
ments.  tin  a  igers  were  considered  enemies 
mid  private  property  was  iegnr<W  ,i,«  t«- 
giiimaie  prize  uf  the  captor ;  aud  prisoners 
were  held  as  slaves.  That  day  hagpa!.srd. 
Commerce,  with  its  tich  blessings,  has  dem¬ 
onstrated  to  mankind  the  advantages  of  a 
friendly  intercourse  between  nations  ;  and 
Christianity,  with  its  ntild  precepts,  lias 
taught  us  io  regard  the  people  of  other  na¬ 
tions  ns  friends,  entitled  to  the  right  of  hos¬ 
pitality. 

And,  Mr.  Chairman,  we  do  so  regard 
them.  Gentlemen  hare  spoken  of  troop*  to 
protect  our  northern  frontier  and  our  Atlan¬ 
tic  seaboard,  in  the  same  terms  in  which 
they  have  spoken  of  protecting  our  western 
frontier  against  the  wild  savages,  living  upon 
the  prairies  of  lliat  region.  Is  this  a  just 
comparison  7  Is  there  no  difference  be¬ 
tween  the  Camanche  Indians  and  our  friends 
in  Canada  ?  Sir,  we  no  more  want  troops 
north  ol  us  to  protect  us,  than  we  want  them 
above  us  for  that  purjMise.  Should  we  be 
unfortunately  involved  in  war,  wc  must  then 
act  as  circumstances  shall  requite.  But  no 
one  apprehends  such  a  slate  of  tilings  al  pres¬ 
ent.  God  grant  that  il  may  belong  e.e  ire 
come  again  in  conflict  with  our  uorlhern 
neigldioi*.  Sir,  lor  one  1  am  fieelosay  (ha> 

I  discover  no  necessity  for  retaining  troops 
upon  our  northern  frontier,  except  to  take 
charge  of  and  preserve  the  public  properly 
in  the  fortifications  ;  and,  perhaps,  a  few  tu 
act  as  a  military  |K>lice,  as  nns  done  in  the 
autumn  of  I33S.  1  ain  fully  of  opinion  that 

fifteen  hundred  of  the  troops,  now  employed 
iqion  that  frontier,  may  be  withdrawn  with¬ 
out  any  detriment  to  our  national  or  private 
interests. 

Tlie  same  arguments  apply  with  still 
greater  force  as  to  the  troops  on  the  sea¬ 
board.  Tbe  only  necessity  which  exi„;s  lor 
retaining  troops  there,  is  to  Inks  charge  of, 
and  preserve  the  public  property  within  our 
fortifications,  according  toihe  returns  made 
in  December  last,  ther- were  then  located  at 
ten  different  fortifications  on  our  seaboard, 
including  West  Point,  between  fourteen  and 
fifteen  hundred  troops.  That  force  cannot 
lie  necessary  for  the  preservation  of  our  pub¬ 
lic  property.  Sir,  why  are  those  troops  to 
!m-  retained  there  ?  What  benefit  is  to  re¬ 
sult  to  the  nation,  by  coutitiuing  them  in  ser¬ 
vice  ?  I  am  aware  that  gentlemen  refer  to 
the  report  of  the  commanding  general,  who 
estimates  the  proper  force  in  times  of  peace, 
to  lie  about  seventy-five  lo  each  fortification 
— making  in  all,  about  three  thousand  upon 
our  Atlantic  coast.  That  officer  has  assign¬ 
ed  no  reason  why  that  number  should  be 
kept  in  those  fortifications.  lie  has  not  iu- 
fuimeil  us  of  the  objects  to  be  attained  by 
ii,  nor  the  business  in  which  they  should  be 
employed.

4.  The  Anti-Slavery  power  nf  the  Gospel. 

It  is  admitted,  even  by  those  who  “  dislike 
your  measures,”  as  the  stereotype  phrase  is, 
that  the  Gospel  will  ultimately  tin  away  si  l¬ 
very.  Why  this  admission,  unless  made  in

The  Slave  Power. 

Abolitionists  bave  been  charged  with  “build¬ 
ing  railroads  upon  moonshine,”  with  “beating 
the  air,”  with  being  “  mere  visionaries,”  1 
etc.  Wbat  is  that  power  upnu  which 
war?  and  what  are  its  resources?  An 
swer  to  these  questions  will  settle  the  question' 
of“  moonshine.” 

1st.  Political  power.  Slaveholding  voters, 
haying  one  common  interest,  will  of  course 
unite  their  political  power  for  the  system  ol 
slavery.  It  is  that  by  which  they  me 
have  their  being — by  which  their  passi 
lusts  find  lull  play.  This  class,  amounting 
perhaps  to  some  200,000,  constitute  the  aris¬ 
tocracy  of  the  South. 

Labor  by  the  free  being  disgraceful,  and 
t  labor  .becoming  tbe  great  pecuniary 
basis  of  society:  education  being  sc 
and  tbe  tendencies  of  slavebolding  being  such 
upon  character,  the  slave  interest  comes  to  be 
the  great,  the  paramount  interest  of  the  slave 
states.  The  ruling  classes  have  one  interes 
and  one  common  sympathy.  Slavery  is  th 
one  great  idea  which  fills  the  mind,  and  con 
trols  tbe  ballot.  Whig  and  Democratic  par 
ties,  except  as  they  can  be  made  tributary  to 
that,  are  laid  aside  as  ttsele??.  Their  party 
preferences  are  entirely  |uteervicin  to  their 
views  of  the  demands  of  lhcTpeculi.tr  institu- 
tion.’  Thus  the  whole  rightful  political  povvi 
of  the  slave  slates  is  devoted  to  slavery — is  i 
self  slave  power. 

S.  In  addition  to  all  this,  by  a  most  disa 
trous  concession  to  southern  bragadocia,  the 
Constitution  was  made  to  allow  a  represe 
tation  for  three  fifths  of  the  slave  imputation. 
Congress,  nnd  consequently  in  tbe  electoral 
college.  This  is  about  equal  to  300,000  legal 
voters  ir.  the  free  states.  It  placed  25  repre- 
sentafires  in  Congress  under  tbe  last  appor¬ 
tionment,  ami  has  come  lo  Constitute  nine  per 
cent,  of  the  federal  power  of  the  Union.  This 
premium  upon  despotism,  this  bounty  upon 
slaveholding,  tlt:s  reward  for  crushing  the 
poor,  being  in  the  same  hands,  is  wielded  for 
one  great  end— slavery.^ 

YVe  have  then  the  united  power  of  one  half) 
■>f  these  United  States,  nnd  spreading  over 
two-thirds  of  our  territory,  devoted  to  slavery 
— devoted  to  whipping,  maiming,  branding, 
shooting,  working  without  pay,  separating 
husbands  and  wives,  parents  and  children, 
selling  humanity  at  auction,  striking  down  the 
right  of  two  millions  and  a  Imlf  of  the  people 
life,  liberty  nnd  the  pursuit  of  happiness. 

But  this  is  not  all.  This  immense  power, 
through  the  policy  with  which  it  is  wielded. 

ig  the  political  power  of  the 
North  into  alliance  with  itself.  This  is  done 
by  political  pimyism.  That  power  fosters, 
and  avails  itself  of  party  divisions  of  the  free 
states,  by  holding  a  balance  between  them. 
Indeed  it  presents  itself  before  tho  nation  as 
a  prize  lo  be  won,  by  the  highest  bidder. — 
These  warring  parties,  in  their  strife  for  [tow¬ 
er,  behold  the  proffered  alliance — to  win  it 
:o  triumph — to  fail  in  the  bond — is  to  sink. 
Absolute  fidelity  and  obedience  are  the  only 
terms.  The  exigency  is  loo  pressing  ;  under 
one  sophistry  and  pretense  or  another  they 
crouch — they  bow  do wu— the iittsest  i 
ed  and  assumes  the  government,  with  tin- 
overseer’s  Insli  above  its  head.  And  thus  it  it 
that  the  power  of  the  government  ami  of  tin 
becomes  identified  with  the  slave  pow- 
ho  entire  tuition  is  dragged  front  it, 
high  original,  down  to  the  foot  of  the  slavt 
power,  and  there  lias  been  robbed  of  its  bon 
its  rights,  its  peace,  land  its  wealth  to  a  tie 
e,  which,  had  it  been  done  by  any  otbei 
ver,  would  have  brought  every  man  win 
ild  shoulder  a  musket,  iuto  the  field  in  re 
distance. 

As  evidence  that  the  General  Government 
our  country  is  little  more  than  ttntilhei 
me  for  the  slave  power,  look  at  official  fact, 
peeling  its  offices  since  the  adoption  of  tb, 
Constitution.

isters  have  generally  * 
in  the  bosom  of  their  fellowship,  bap- 
p radically  pronounced  it  innocent. 
Slavery  controls  a  large  portion  of  the  press- 
htcrary  and  theological  seminaries,  and 
ilpits  in  the  land.  It  has  palsied  millions 
tongues,  blinded  and  seared  millions  ofcon- 
sciences  and  judgments.  It  sucks  the  life-blood 
from  millions  of  throbbing  hearts,  gorges  and 
revels  upon  immortality. 

This  is  the  terrible  slave  power.  This  is 
the  power  which  concentrates  its  awful  weight 
upon  the  bosom  of  tbe  slave,  compared  with 
hiclt  the  Andes  would  be  an  atom. 

And  ns  to  our  country,  this  is  not  a  friend- 
power,  ns  we  have  practically  regarded  ir, 
but  the  power  of  a  most  malignant,  invetc- 
eternal  enemy — an  enemy  in  its  own  na- 
e  anti  in  all  its  effects.  Slaver 
antagonisms,  and  all  this  a  mo 
cr  is  in  the  hands  of  a  deadly  enemy  to  liberty 
an  enemy  in  our  bosom.  All  tho  fleets  and 
armies  of  Christendom,  our  whole  coast  from 
Maine  to  Georgia  lined  with  hostile  navies, 
would  not  constitute  an  equal  cause  nf  alarm, 
as  the  slave  [tower  in  the  heart  of  this  Re¬ 
public.  And  this  is  tbe  power  tliaTmust spee¬ 
dily  be  broken,  or  both  we  nnd  the  slave,  shall 
share  a  common  destiny.  This  tho  aboli¬ 
tionists  have  undertaken  to  do,  and  they  ear¬ 
nestly  ask  tlte  eo-operatian  of  every  lover  of 
bis  country  and  of  bis  kind.  Tltey  want  but 
tile  freeman’s  heart,  tbe  freeman’s  ballot,  and 
tlte  blessing  of  Heaven. 


“  Moral  Suasion.” 

This  is  a  favorite  phrase,  but  its  high  im¬ 
port  is  but  little  understood,  especially  by  those 
most  fond  of  using  it.  Moral  suasion  is  sway¬ 
ing  human  conduct  by  moral  law.  It  is  urg¬ 
ing  to  the  discharge  of  duly  by  considerations 
of  moral  right  and  wrong;  and  moral  right 
able  right, and  moral  wrong  is  immu¬ 
table  wrong — right  which  nothing  can  make 
and  wrong  that  nothing  right.  Of 
eourse  sucb  law  as  this  admits  of  no  ‘expedi- 
icy,’  no  compromise,  110  abatement.  It 
les  over  all  human  law  and  human  nrrnnge- 
etits,  and  arraigns  a  man  directly  before  tho 
rent  Law  of  the  universe,  from  which  there 
no  appeal.  This  is  what  has  been  regarded 
such  an  accomodating  play  thing !  Surely 
those  who  appeal  to  moral  suasion  should  be 
aware  of  :be  ground  on  which  they  tread,  mill 
he  tools  of  terrible  keennss  which  they  pur¬ 
pose  to  use.  They  are  like  Paul  when  be 
had  appealed  to  Ctesar.  We  should  be  glad 
place  the  whole  anti-slavery  cause  ou  this 
ground,  if  its  advocates  would  stick  to  it. 

But  what  we  now  wish  to  say  is,  that  moral 
suasion  always  requires  consistency;  anil  that 
ithout  this  it  is  not  moral  suasion  but  imnior- 
suasion.  It  demands  whole  duty  or  noth¬ 
ing.  A  man  who  professes  moral  obligation 
towards  a  given  object  in  one  respect,  and 
yet  iu  another  claims  tbe  right  of  withholding 
powers  appropriate  to  it,  and  even  of  exerting 
them  against  it  but  reveals  bis  own  bvpocrn- 
cy.  A  inan  who  urges  moral  suasion  in  fa¬ 
vor  of  temperance,  under  some  circumstances 
and  yet  will  get  drunk  under  others,  shows 
that  he  is  a  besotted  drunkard  still.  A  man 
who  preaches  moral  suasion  in  favor  of  ab¬ 
stinence  from  ardent  spirits,  and  yet,  even  by 
implication  allows'drunkenness  on  wine,  only
